The United States Atomic 
Energy Commission § an- 
nounced that today’s atomic 
test was of a bomb dropped 
from a United States Air 
Force: plane, presumably a 
four-engined _B-29 heavy 
bomber, which. had been | 
seen earlier flying at per- 
haps 12,000: feet. ! 


- A correspondent, who watch- 
ed the explesion from a. small 
plane only 15 miles away, sald 
that the explosion mvas made 
over Frenchman flat, scene of 
the first atomic experiments in 
Nevada last year, 

The detonation occurred at a 
low elevation, perhaps about 
10,000 feet, the correspondent 
said. It did not appear as large 
os most of the.seven weapons 
tested Inst autumn but in two- 
minutes a rust-coloured _ semi- 
mushream cloud had “fommed 
about 11,000 feet. 

The co lent xemarked 
that the ‘most. surprising thing 
was the total absence of any 
shock after the explosion. No 
sound avog heard clther, 

The occupants of the small 
plane had braced themselves for 
a good knocking about two 
minutes’ after they saw the 
burst but none dame. 

It was conjectured? hat this 
could be laid to the « smaller 
size of the. weapon ‘being tested. 
There. were no. troops — nor 
animals participating in today’s 
test, the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission said.—Reuter. :

An appeal against the decision of the Chair- 
man of the Tenancy Tribunal, when he granted an 
application. for_the eviction _of.the appellant.and- 
other occupiers of No. 37, Connaught Road Cen- 
tral, second floor, on the ground of arreers in rent, 
was brought before the Puisne Judge, Mr Justice 
Gould, in the Supreme Court this morning: - 


Appellant was Ah Pong and 
he was represented by Mr Brook 
A, Bernacchi, on the instructions 
of Mr Y..H. Chan, 

Mr P. A. L, Vine appeared for 
the respondents, Yeung Yam-- 
hoo and Chow Wing-ki, of No. 
37. Connaught Road Centra). 

The proynds of the appeal 
were . that the decision of the 
Chairman of the Tenancy Tri- 
buval was against the weight of 
evidence and was wrong in law. 

Mr, Bernacchi said that _ the 
appeal was based on mixed 
fact and law.

What he disputed were 
the inferences whether of fact 
or of law that the Chairman 
had drawn from hts basic find- 
ings of fact. 

THREE POINTS

tayable in advance, 

After referring to the judg. 
ment which dealt with the prin. 
cipal point (was rent payable in 
advance or fn arrears), Counse:
